Major Badenhausen Elected Presi- 
dent, W. N. Andrew* Secretary— 
Addreasei by Hon. W. G. Cocaran 
and W. F. Calboun—Another Meeting- 
Planned—Hon. * Wm. E. Mason to 
Speak. 


Fully one thousand Republican voters 


of Decatur assembled at the tabernacle 
last night for the purpose of perfecting 
the organization of the McKinley Re- 
publican Club. During the put few 
days papers had been circulated in 
various parts of the city to obtain the 
names of all who favored the support of 
the champion of- protection, Major Wil- 
liam McKinley, of Ohio, for the presi- 
dential nomination, and over 1300 signa- 
tures were secured. 
The tabernacle 


nearly 
filled, 
and 
old-time 


enthusiasm was' manifested. It was 
a 
good 
fellowship gathering 
and 


all seemed glad of the early oppor- 
tunity afforded to get in line for the 
campaign of 1896. It Was apparent that 
all were hungry to vote, and that noth 
log would give them more pleasure than 
to cast their votes for McKinley, be 
cause 
he has 
stood up for and 


best represents the ideas and wishes of 
the American people on all that is cor- 
rect for America, for American institu- 
tions, for American industries, for Anwr 
can prosperity and good government. 


The meeting was called to order a 8 


o'clock, when Major 3. Q. Badenhausen 
was called to the chair. The major 
stated the object of the gathering and 
said that over 1,200 Republicans had 
signed petitions calling the voters to- 
gether to organize a McKinley club. He 
added that he believed that in a few 
days the list would reach 2,000. 


W. F. Calhaun stated that the plan of 


organization had not been thought out 
by anybody, but he would suggest that 
there be elected a presidedt,a vice presi 
dent for each voting district in Decatur 
township, a secretary, a treasurer, an 
executive committee of three members, 
and a finance committee of three mem- 
bers.

of the vice-president selected to the club 
officers.

By vote of the* club the president was 


empowered to select the members of the 
eiecutive and finance committees and 
make the announcements through the 
newspapers. 


For the office of secretary W. F. Cal- 


houn, C. N. Twadell and Alex Mclntoah 
were nominated, but all declined be- 
cause they would not have time to at- 
tend to the duties properly it elected, 
and then Mr. Andrews was chosen. 


Because of the absence of any definite 


plan of action there was a little con 
!usion over the best manner of choosing 
the vice presidents, which was finally 
straightened «nt by the order of pro- 
ceeding noted above.

The chairman, Major Badenhausen, 


introduced the speaker of the evening, 
Bon. W. G. Coehran, speaker of the 
House of Representatives, amid hearty 
applause. Mr. Cochr&n spoke substan- 
tially as follows: 


"If we could elect Wm. McKinley 


president of the United States as easily 
is we elect the president of this meet- 
ing it wouldn't be a hard thing to do. 
And I thick that this is the kind of a 
crowd that could do it. 
If McKinley 


does not receive the nomination we will 
support the man who does and I have 
no fears that the Republican party will 
nominate a man who is not soundly Re- 
publican and who would do better than 
any Democrat who might be chosen.

think that our Democratic friends are 
coming to the same conclusion.

Mrs. Grant Atterberry, widow of the 


man. who WM lynched by the nob at 
iullivao, arrived in the city hwt evening 
to visit her relative, Mrs. M. E. Young, 
who resides at 1305 North 
Church 


street. She came for a rest, accompun- 
led by her 8-year-old son. Mrs. Attar- 
berry believes implicitly in the innocence 
of her husband, and says that he was at 
Ilia home a'l night of the date on which 
Mis. Boxy Atterberry was assaulted; 
She further •eawta that pleasant rela- 
tions existed between the two families. 
She further states that she will bring 
suit against- Moultrie county for dama- 
ges in not providing protection for her 
husband. Mrs. Atterberry trill return 
to Sullivan in a few days. 


The Other Side. 


Mrs. Boxy Atterberry, the srronged 


woman, has at last made a full state- 
ment of facts, together with her con- 
clusions. It was published in the Sulli- 
van KeicB of Feb. 14, and is as follows: 


'I was not at home last night, in fact 


haven't stayed at home since last Fri- 
day. I was at the residence of Geo. W 
Sampson.; We were awakened by the 
noises of the mob but did not get up. 
1 did not think things would take the 
turn they have; supposed of course that 
the law would be allowed to take its 
course. 
People will probably think 


that I knew something of the arrange- 
ments of the mob because I wasn't at 
home, but such is not the case. I was 
afraid to stay there, as I have no means 
of defense and my neighbors advised' 
me not to stay. My neighbors tell me 
that last Saturday night someone was 
seen prowling around my house all night 
I was In Brace Sunday visiting relatives, 
and came up Monday with the express 
purpose of attending the preliminary. I 
would have sworn positively that Grant 
Atterberry was the man who committed 
the assault on me the night of Jan. 33. 


"I feel that I am a little safer now 


but not much. Have known that the 
Atterberrys were enemies of mine, but 
never knew all of the threat* made 
against me until since tbe occurrence of 
January 23. Grant has always objected 
to my managing my husband's estate, 
had tried on various occasions to get it 
from me, by piece-meal if no other way, 
•uch as always wanting to borrow small 
sums of money from me. Heaenouily 
objected to my building a home here in 
Sullivan. Had accused me of running 
through with it, and not trying to take 
care of it. He had threatened on sev- 
eral occasions to have my home takun 
from me. 
, 


"About two years ago they (Grant 


and his sister) secured the release of my 
husband from the asylum and kept him 
about two weeks, much against my will. 
At that time they tried to mane me 
build a house on the farm and fix one 
room in it for his confinement, and 
when I positively refused to do this 
they threated to take the matter out of 
my hands and build it themselves. This 
incident has been frequently thrown up 
to me since its occurrence. 


"At tbe time of my husband's escape 


from the asylum, Anna (bis sister) of- 
fered a reward for his capture, and af- 
terwards tried to force me to pay it. 
This was one of the incidents which 
caused the bitterest feeling to exiet'bo- 
tween her and myself. 


"Since Grant's arrest I haven't heard 


of any threats made against me by bya 
wife nor his sister Anna, but have hoard 
from what I consider good authority 
that Hinton Atterberry has said that be 
would get square with me for Grant s 
arrest. 


"I do not think this will throw any 


light on the murder of David Atterberry 
any more than has been done already. I 
do not believe it was anything tfertaic- 
ing to tbe murder that caused the as- 
sault to be made on me. 
I testified for 


Grant in the murder trial. I knew noth- 
ing about the murder. I hare often 
been accused of knowing something of 
the murder, in fact, all about it, and \ 
want it understood that I did not. 
All 


I knew about it was what took place al 
my house after it was done. I felt that 
when he was murdered 1 had lost the 
beat friend I ever had in the Atterberry 
family. 


"As soon as I get a little stronger I ex- 


pect to stay at home, but shall be pre- 
pared to defend myself. I have never 
before thought it necessary to arm my 
self, now see that It must be done."

A proud descendant of a proud old 


race woe Don Tiburcio Tapla, 
His 


many servants and dependents found 
in him a kind bat haughty master; his 
many 
friends

chivalrous, true- 


hearted 
gentleman. 
Like 
all hla 


wealthy neighbors, he was lord of vast 
domains, and for one-half the year he 
dispensed the free-handed hospitality 
of those festive Spanish times within 
the pueblo of LOB Angeles; the other 
naif he spent in happy, quiet ease 
among his olives and his vineyards on 
the beautiful ranch of Cucamongn, 
named from the frowning sierra that 
foBfDB Its northern boundary wall.

Americanos have risen openly 


•gainst Gen. Castro. The flag of

And the messenger sped on with his 


hateful message. 


Now, 
on hour later, Tiburcio strides 


up and down the Alomeda de Ollvos, the 
fires of hntejetill raging stormily with- 
in his breast. Suddenly all anger dies 
away. Don Tiburcio awakes to a sense 
of the beauty and freshness of the 
morning, the glory of the light upon 
the frowning crags of the sierra, the 
sparkle and flash of last night's dew 
upou the glowing blossoms of the 
pomegranate, the song of the mocking 
birds among the orangs groves, the ten- 
der light of love within a pair of deep 
dork eyes, all conjured up by the sound 
of a sweet voice that colls from the 
depths of the grove: 


"Fapasito, papaaito, where are you?" 
"Aqul, hija, aqui" ("Here, daughter, 


here"), he answers, as he hastens for- 
ward. 


Instantly two plump arms are flung 


about his neck; a .pair of soft, warm 
hands draw down Ills grizzled head: 
the dainty little figure in 'his arms 
bends backwad with a pretty, bird- 
Ilka gesture, then, with a glad, caress- 
ing laugh, suddenly falls forward upon 
his breast, and the pretty mouth is 
lifted and lost in the depths of his long 
beard.

morning benediction.

She is his priceless treasure, this win- 


some Murianlta. Four little mounds 
within the churchyard tell of buried 
hopes, and none but the loving wife 
had ever known how bis proud heart 
bad grieved that there were none left 
to perpetuate his name. This glowing 
blossom of the south she gave to him 
with her last breath, and for 1G years 
he has worn it upon his heart. As fen- 
Marianita, the world for her is bounded 
by the horizon which incloses- her fa- 
ther. She draws him now, unresisting- 
ly, among the birds and flowers, and be- 
neath the spell of her witching sweet- 
nan passion dies out of his heart. 


Bnt later in the day, and- for 


matiy days, the haunting thoughts 
car, doubts arise and a purpose grows 
within hia mind. It had of tea been 
whispered about that Don Tiburcio was 
possessed of fabulous sums of money, 
real old Spanish gold.

Prof. Sylvanua Thompson baa been 


answering a question which has often 
puzzled the public. The arc light pro- 
ceeds from the points of two little car- 
bon rods as large as one's little finger. 
Prof. Thompson explains what is the 
state of the carbon when the lamp is 
throwing1 out its light He snj s, reports 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch, that the car- 
bon is sometimes actually melting, a 
thing that was until recently thought 
impossible. 


Moreover, he says that when a light 


is hissing the liquid carbon is really 
boiling. 
In ordinary combustion the 


state of the arc crater is such that the 
solid carbon below is covered with a 
layer or film of liquid carbon just boil- 
ing or eiaporating1 off 
When hissing 


takes place the new state of things is 
set up. 


He says • "If you watch a short, hiss- 


Ing arc you will see a column of light 
coventi atmg itself on a narrow spot 
and the Fpot keeps moving1 about nnd is 
very unstable in position, as' well as in 
the amount of light it gnesout. The 
crater surface after the arc has been 
hissing is found to be literally honey- 
combed 


"When the arc is hissing you can sec 


little bits erupted cut, and the hissing 
seems to be compared to the "hissing 
which takes place in boiling water. 
There is, in fact, exactly the same kind 
of difference between the silent arc and 
the hissing ere as between quiet evap- 
oration and a noisy boiling." 


AFRICAN CLIMATE. 


On the Central Plateau It !• Cool and Vot 


CaliealtB;. 


As for the climate, it 11 no worse than 


that found elsewhere in tropic lands. 
The heat Is not so gieat as in IndiK 
or as it is/ sometimes in New York in 
summer. Fortunately, writes Heury 
M. Stanley in Century, the coast belt 
on both sides of Africa, where the heat 
is greatest and where the climate is. 
most unhealthy, is narrow. In four 
hours a railway train at ordinary speed 
v uuld enable us to cross it, and to avoid 
the debilitating1 temperature. Ascend- 
ipfy the sides of the coast range by the 
snme means of comeyonce, we should 
in two hours reach a rolling plaiu 
which gradually rises m height from 
2,500 to 3,500 feet above the sea. Here 
the climate is sensibly cooler, and the 
white man can safely work six hours 
of the day in the open without fear 
of sunstroke, though he must not count 
on immunity from fever.

Hew Idea for Lighting Railroad Traota 


on a Dark Night. 


A new thing in track lighting has 


been put into service on the New York 
New Haven & Hartford railroad on the 
new "air line flyer" between New York 
and Boston, says the Boston Transcript. 
It is the cross-eyed 'headlight, an in- 
vention of Col. N. H. Heft, of the elec- 
trical department, and it is said to be 
such a success that it will be supplied 
as speedily? as possible to all through 
fast trains on the road that run IB the 
night. Superintendent Ostrander ex- 
plains the use of the two headfights, 
which are set "cross-eyed," or precise- 
ly aa the eyes are set in some cross- 
eyed persona. They are set thus to 
that each will throw a light across the 
other's rays. The light on the right 
hand side la thrown over the left, and 
that on the lef t, over the right. It has 
been found that this arrangement la 
of great advantage in throwing a light 
around a carve. The single headlight 
hitherto in use shines straight ahead 
when the locomotive i» turning a curve.
